A Christian man was saying in a prayer not long 
ago, “O God, help us to learn the sweet lessons of 
relaxation in the Spirit.”

Is the “Oh” in Our Prayers ? 


Earnestness pleases God. He hates half-hearted- 
ness. Laodicean lukewarmness he spues out of his 
mouth. He hates perfunctory praying as much as he 
does cold-hearted service and formality in worship 
— “having a form of godliness, but denying the power 
thereof.” Merely “saying our prayers” is an abom- 
ination unto him. Are we really in “dead earnest” 
when we ask God to cleanse our lives, increase our 
usefulness, and “send a revival and begin it in me”? 
In one of the addresses of the Rev. Rhys B. Jones 
of Wales, who was in this country last summer, he 
spoke on Isaiah 64:1, “Oh that thou wouldest rend 
the heavens, that thou wouldest come down, that the 
mountains might flow down at thy presence.” He 
said the trouble was that the “Oh” was out of our 


prayers. Is it?

When “Unity of the Spirit” 
is Impossible 
Is it important for Christians to “keep the unity of 


the Spirit”? God says it is. . The Spirit-inspired Apostle 
- Paul-beseeches Christians to.“ 7 the. 


RB ithe vo- 
cation wherewith” they are called, and to the 
unity of the Spirit in the bond ad sh (Eph. 4: 1-3); 
But how is it to be done? Modernists say it should 
be done by letting individuals decide for themselves 
what parts of the Bible are true and what are false, 
while they and all Christians keep together in “unity 
of the Spirit.” The report of the Bills and Overtures 
Committee of the Northern Presbyterian General As- 
sembly, last May, which declined to condemn Harry 
Emerson Fosdick’s unsound preaching but was voted 
down by the Assembly, urged that we “be ever mind- 
ful that not by the perfection of words but by the 
power of life shall . . . God’s will be done among men, 
and that in unity of the Spirit and in the bond of peace 


it is ever the paramount obligation of the church to 
proclaim . . . the Gospel.” This typically Modernist 
utterance overlooks the fact that there can be no “unity 
of the Spirit” among those who deny the teachings 
and words of the Spirit. There could be no unity 
among officers or men in an army if some of them 
felt free to deny and disregard the official words of 
their commander. The Modernist denies more or less 
of the historical facts and the spiritual teaching which 
the Hely Spirit has given us in God’s Word. The be- 
lieving Christian rejoices that we have received .. . 
the “spirit which is from God; that we might know 
the things that were freely given to us of God. Which 
things also we speak, not in words which man’s wis- 
dom teacheth, but which the Spirit teacheth” (1 Cor. 
2:12, 13). Full unity of the Spirit is possible only 
among those who fully accept the God-breathed “words 
which the Spirit teacheth” in his Book.

A Shock of Corn Fully Ripe 


Never perhaps.siice the Eleven wrought together 
in the times of Pentecost was there so large a group 
of spiritual giants teaching together as in the days of 
the old Niagara Conference. That was in the days of 
the early eighties of the last century. They were such 
men as Dr. Arthur T. Pierson, James it. Brookes, 
Moorehead, Parsons, Kellog, Munhall, D. L. Moody, 
Hudson Taylor, and others. That conference was the 
parent of the numerous and God-blessed Bible con- 
ferences scattered over our country to-day. The peer 
of ‘arly of these leaders in knowledge of Bible was 
Dr, . J. Erdman, who, in his ninetieth year, passed 
away at his home in Germantown, Philadelphia, on 
October 31. Dr. Henry W. Frost in an appreciation 
of Dr. Erdman’s far-reaching -service, published *in 
The Sunday School Times of June 24, 1922, stated that 
D. Moody said that Dr. Erdman was the most 
learned man in the Scriptures with whom he had ever 
come in contact. He was one time pastor of the 
Moody Church in Chicago, and Mr. Moody would 
have him handle the “question box” in connection with 
revival meetings. Dr. Erdman was a profound stu- 
dent of prophecy. Dr. Munhall of Germantown, now 
in his eighties, is the sole surviving teacher of the 
Niagara Conference. 


Can Christians Sanction Mr. Wells’ “History”? 


numerous inaccuracies and mistaken interpreta- 

tions which mar the story of early Christianity, 

as given in H. G. Wells’ “Outline of History.” 
Christians are said to have adopted Sunday as their 
day of worship from Mithraism (p. 512). But inti- 
mations scattered through the New Testament relate 
it clearly to the Lord’s resurrection day, and nobody 
of weight thinks otherwise. He believes the book of 
the generations in Matthew and Luke hopelessly con- 
flicting (p. 498). It has not dawned on him that one 
represents the royal genealogy of Joseph, the other 
the blood genealogy of Mary. The resurrection, 
which a serious writer of history, Professor Seeley, 
declared to be the best authenticated fact in history, 
is brushed aside with trivial Renanesque sophistries. 
“The souls of the disciples were plunged for a 
time into utter darkness. Then presently came a 
whisper among them and stories . . . that the body 
of Jesus was not in the tomb in which it had been 
placed, and that first one of them and then another 
had .seen him alive. Soon they were consoling them- 
selves with the conviction that he had risen from 
the dead, that he had shown himself to many and had 
ascended visibly into heaven. Witnesses were found 
to declare that they had positively seen him go up 
visibly in his body. He-had gone through the blue 
to God. Soon they had convinced themselves that he 
would presently come again in power and glory to 
judge all mankind . . . and in these bright revivals

of their old time dreams . . . they forgot the greater 
measure he had given them of the Kingdom of God” 
(p. 509). 

“We are writing this book with as. complete an 
avoidance of controversial matter as may be, so that 
it might be read by Hindus, Buddhists, and Moslems.” 
So Mr. Wells. It is a curious standpoint for a his- 
torian to take. I am writing for my constituency, 
he admits, rather than to give an impartial account of 
the past. My eye is on my readers. I will avoid 
that which offends. It is a method which Mr. Wells 
has hardly applied to his Christian constituency. Over 
their just resentments he rides roughshod. But he 
rescues his reputation for religious fair play by the 
complacence which he extends to Mohammedans in 
this era of massacre. 

Listen: “Islam was full of the spirit of kindliness, 
generosity, ana brotherhood. . . . It was instinct with 
the chivalrous sentiment of the desert. It opened 
the door wide, in a world of treachery and intoler- 
able divisions, to a great and increasing brotherhood 
of trustworthy men on earth and to a paradise not 
of perpetual exercises in praise and worship” (the 
uninteresting heaven of dullard Christians), “but of 

. simple and understandable delight such as their 
souls craved for” (by which I suppose we are to 
understand the houris of the Moslem paradise, p. 580). 

“They created a society more free from widespread 
cruelty and social. oppression than any society had 
even been in the world before” (p. 580), he con- 
tines, and this society, we may add, has been as 
implacable an instrument of widespread cruelty and 
social oppression as the world has ever seen. There 
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is no documentary support given for this roseate esti- 
mate of Islam. He does indeed quote Mohammed's 
last sermon “which established in the wor!d a great 
tradition of dignified fair-dealing” (p. 580). Of 
wives who commit any open act of impropriety this 
Magna Charta of Moslem womanhood says, “which 
things if they do ye have authority to shut therm up 
and to beat them with stripes, yet not severely. And 
treat your women well, for they are with you as cap- 
tives and prisoners. They have not power over any- 
thing as regards themselves.” 

Mr. Wells dwells much on the Kingdom of God as 
the chief residuum of value in Christ’s teaching, but 
for the pioneers of that kingdom he has no apprecia- 
tion. While giving this sympathetic picture of the 
cut-throat faith of Islam, he speaks thrice, and always 
contemptuously, of the men who are remaking in- 
dividuals and peoples, binding up social wounds, carry- 
ing civilization with the Gospel among savages. They 
were the political tools of Napoleon, reconnoitering 
the remoter lands for him” (p. 900). They are “of- 
fensively busy in India” (p. 980). And all that can 
be said of the Christian transformation of Uganda is 
this: “In Uganda the French Catholic and the British 
Anglican missionaries disseminated a form of Chris- 
tianity so heavily charged with the spirit of Napoleon 
and so finely insistent upon the nuances of doctrine 
that a few years after its first glimpse of European 
civilization Mengo, the capital of Uganda, was littered 
with dead Protestants and Catholics extremely diffi- 
cult to distinguish from the entirely unspiritual war- 
riors of the old regime” (p. 986). 

Gibbon certainly “had nothing on” Wells in the 
manipulation of the antichristian sneer. One is re- 
minded, by his unconsciousness of the historical sig- 
nificance of present-day world evangelization, of a 
well-known passage in Lecky’s “European Morals,” 
where he remarks on the mental dullness of the philos- 
ophers and historians of the first three centuries of 
the present era who, “profoundly conscious of the 
decomposition around them, utterly failed to predict 
the issue of the Christian movement as they observed 
it, but treated as simply contemptible that agency 
which all men must now admit to have been the most 
powerful moral lever that has ever been applied to 
the affairs of men.” 

The Gospel of the Kingdom is entrusted to these 
whom Mr. Wells treats with such sovereign con- 
tempt, and- the King himself is to come when their 
ministry of world-wide teaching is complete. This 
is Christ's program. Mr. Wells’ is altogether differ- 
erft. Jesus’ colfdition of entrance into the kingdom, 
conversion, “except ye become as little children” is 
set aside for education, “upon a scale and quality 
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beyond all prestnt experience” (p. 1093). This is to 
be associated with a universalized reiigion, “not Chris- 
tianity nor any specialized form of religion, but re- 
ligion ‘itself, pure and undefiled, the Eight Fold Way, 
the Kingdom of Heaven, brotherhood” (p. 1093). 

How this religion is to be realized, where it has 
ever been historically realized on any considerable 
scale apart from Christianity, how it is going to 
overcome the pitiless downward gravitation of human 
selfishness and uncleanness, we are not told. 

The new earth wherein dwelleth righteousness is to 
be the product of that blessed thing, social evolution. 
It is'to be a “Democracy” of God rather than Christ’s 
Kingdom. 

What is the upshot of it all? Into what is human 
history to debouch? Mr. Wells romances about the 
evolytionary sub-men. He looks forward to an equally 
doubtful race of evolutionary super-men. Yet he, too, 
has his misgivings. In one curious passage he ac- 
knowledges that evolutionary speculation has “broken 
down disinterestedness and conscientiousness, has cre- 
ated a distinct shrinkage in the number of those who 
prayed sincerely, who searched. their souls to find if 
they had done evil, and who were prepared to suffer 
and make great sacrifices for that which they con- 
ceived to be right” (p. 956). Yet he soon returns 
blithely to his variations on the Looking Backward 
theme. Improved machinery, potent education, and 
the rest will do it. “Clumsily or smoothly the world, 
it seems, progresses and will progress. We believe 
in the power of reason and the increasing good will 
of men... Nothing is needed but collective ef- 
fort” (p. 1099). 

But suppose another flood should recur, not a No- 
achian deluge, but one such as Wells’ hypothetical 
flood which broke through the straits of Gibraltar 
30,000 B. C., submerging the Mediterranean area with 
all the beginnings of civilization (p. 90). “Human 
history,” he says, “becomes more and more a race be- 
tween education and catastrophe” (p. 1100). But if 
catastrophe should take this shape? Or if evolution 
should have another epileptic seizure as that which 
wiped off almost the whole creation of Mesozoic time 
(p. 34), what then? 

In personal immortality Mr. Wells seems to have 
no belief. With the Buddhist he seems to cherish a 
contempt for “that greed for an endless continuation 
of the mean little individual life, as ugly and evil a 
thing as lust or avarice or hate” (p. 362). So would 
he characterize the hope of life for evermore. And 
of this position he is convinced. “Nowadays we 


[that is, sensible men] realize that a life goes on in 
its consequences forever, but we find no necessity to 
suppose that any particular life recurs again” (p. 363). 





Have Men Ever Seen God ? 


John 1:18 says that “No man hath seen God at any 
a 

Job, in answering the Lord (42:5) says, “I have 
heard of thee by the hearing of the ear: but now mine 
eye seeth thee.” 

Exodus 24:9-11 says (speaking of Moses, Aaron, 
Nadab and Abihu): “And they saw the God of Israel; 
and there was under his feet as it were a paved work 
of a sapphire stone, and as it were the body of heaven 
in his clearness, And upon the nobles of the chil- 
dren of Israel he laid not his hand: also they saw God, 
and did eat and drink.” 

Again from Exodus 33 : 20-23 it appears that Moses 
saw the “back parts” of the Lord, but not His face. 

After reading over these Scriptures, there seemed 
to me to be some inconsistency. I do not claim that 
there is a mistake, for perhaps by referring to original 
languages or by some other method it may be shown 
that the apparent inconsistency does not exist. I 
would appreciate having your comment.—A District of 
Columbia Reader. 


There is no necessary inconsistency or contradic- 
tion between the Scripture passages mentioned. 

In John 1:18 the thought seems to be that. the 
coming of grace and truth through Jesus Christ pre- 
supposed such a direct spiritual knowledge of God 
as no mere man, not even Moses, enjoyed since, al- 
though people might hear God and even behold .him 
in visions and manifestations as mentioned in the 
Old Testament, yet to see him in the sense of know- 
ing and understanding his essential nature clearly 
went beyond and above all finite faculties. 

One and the same chapter in Exodus says that God's 
face should not be seen (Exod. 33:23), and tells of 
God speaking with Moses (vs. 0, 11) “face to face, 
as a man speaketh unto his friend.” (See also Deuter- 
Onomy 34:10; Numbers 12: 8.) 

It is evident, therefore, that there was at once the 
possibility of a sight of God and also the impossibility, 
and this seems to suggest the distinction between ap- 
prehension and comprehension, and specially empha- 
Sizes a spiritual insight which was only partial and 
incomplete until Christ came. Compare such passages 
as Genesis 32:30; 16:13; Exodus 34:28; 24:10; 





Judges 13:22; Isaiah 6:1-5, with Exodus 33:20; 
Job 36:26; 37:23; 1 Corinthians 2:11; 13:12; I 
Timothy 6:16; 1 John 4:12. The reference in Job 
(42:5) seems clearly to indicate the difference be- 
tween an indirect and what may be called “second- 
hand” knowledge, and a spiritual, first-hand knowl- 
edge of God. When, therefore, it is said (Exod. 24: 
9-11) that “they saw the God of Israel,” there is 
implied some direct revelation of him, though not the 
full, complete manifestation which presumably men’s 
finite capacities could not bear.

Is Cremation Scriptural ? 


Will you please tell me if you find anything in the 
Bible that would indicate that cremation is in any 
way contrary to its teachings? If not, what disposal 
should be made of the ashes?--One who desires to please 
Him, 

The Bible does not give direct teaching upon the 
disposal of the bodies of the dead. But there is much 
in the Bible from which obvious inferences are to be 
drawn. There is a powerful argument, for example, 
against cremation and in favor of burial from the 
fact that the heathen of our Lord’s time frequently 
practised cremation, while the Jews practised burial; 
and from the fact, pre-eminently, that our Lord put 
his stamp of approval, in the case of his own body, 
upon burial. Taking the godly Jews as an example 
of what saints sho ‘d be and do, and our Lord Jesus 
Christ as a particular example in this matter, does 
it not seem that Christians, where the matter is in 
their control, should favor burial instead of cremation? 

There might, of course, be exceptional cases when 
(in view of the fact that there is no specific Scrip- 
ture forbidding cremation) the burning of a body may 
be proper, as in the case of one who had died from 
a virulent disease, or during plagues or epidemics. 
Again, if an individual has left instructions for the 
cremation of the Hody after death, it may be proper to 
respect the wishes. of the dead in this. When crema- 
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tion has been used, a loving, reverent disposal may be 
made of the ashes by burial, or in any other way that 
shows due care for the physical body of one that is 
made in God’s image. 

In the Old Testament we find, on the one hand, 
that burning in various ways was a‘ heathen practise; 
and, on the other hand, that God himself directed it 
as a terrible judgment in the case of certain sins. 
Thus if a daughter of any priest should profane her- 
self, by so doing “she profaneth her father: she shall 
be burnt with fire” (Lev. 21:9; see also 20:14). 
The bodies of Achan and his family, after his sin of 
covetousness which caused the defeat of all- Israel, 
were, following the death penalty by stoning, burned 
with fire. 

In view of these Scriptures and also the doctrine of 
the resurrection of the body, there seems to be sound 
reason for leaving the “earthly tabernacle” of a loved 
one to the processes of nature which God has or- 
dained,— “dust thou art, and unto dust shalt thou 
return,’ — rather than to substitute human interven- 
tion by burning. It is to be remembered, of course, 
that in any case of cremation, whether intentional 
or through death by fire, God’s resurrection power 
can and will raise up the dead body from ashes as 
easily and as certainly as from dust or bones.

“The Bible true or false?” exclaimed the colored 
girl, “What did he say?” :

That young man had sat with the radio earphones 
on his head from half past seven until half past ten 
that Sunday night, unable to move away. I showed 
him an article in the Philadelphia Public Ledger on 
Bryan’s Sunday messages, with a striking photograph 
of Mr. Bryan and Gorden MacLennan. Said the 
clerk, “I’m going to get a copy of that article and 
send it to my old father, who’s a deacon in his church 
up in New England.” 


The Greatest Convention Victory He Ever Saw 


Mr. Bryan had come to Philadelphia on a Sunday 
in October at the invitation of the two courageous 
young Presbyterian ministers who are leaders in what 
the Continent calls “that savage coterie” of Philadelphia 
Conservatives, and who stood shoulder to shoulder 
with Mr. Bryan in the General Assembly last spring 
when, after one of the most dramatic battles in recent 
church history, “the faith once delivered” won against 
unbelief. 

He spoke in the afternoon in Mr. MacLennan’s 
church, Bethany Presbyterian (the great institution 
that has grown up~ around the Sunday-school that 
John Wanamaker founded there many years ago), and 
in the evening for Dr. Macartney at the Arch Street 
Presbyterian Church. Hundreds, possibly thousands, 
were turned away from the doors of the packed 
churches, unable to find even standing room. Early 
in his first address he said: 

“Mr. MacLennan won the greatest victory I have 
ever seen won’ in any convention in my life, in our 
last General Assembly. I confess that, with all my 
experience in conventions, I was very fearful of the 
success of a minority report signed by one man. But 
I learned a gocd while ago that in a fight it is a 
great help to have something to fight for.” 

Mr. Bryan was referring to the report that had been 
presented to the Northern Presbyterian General Assem- 
bly last May, by the Bills and Overtures Committee, on 
the overture from Philadelphia Presbytery asking the 
General Assembly to direct the Presbytery of New 
York to require the preaching in the First Presby- 
terian Church of that city to conform to the Presby- 
terian Confession of Faith. This meant, of course, 
to stop the unsound preaching of Dr. Harry Emerson 


Fosdick, a Baptist preacher who is as untrue to the 


historic position of the Baptists as to that of the 
Presbyterians. The Bills and Overtures Committee 
reported against such action. The sole member of 
that committee who differed with the twenty-one other 
members was Mr. MacLennan. He presented a min- 
ority report, signed by himself alone, asking the Gen- 
eral Assembly to require the preaching in the New 
York church to conform to the “five essential doc- 
trines” which the General Assembly had affirmed and 
reaffirmed before. And the General Assembly, by a 
majority of eighty votes, supported Gordon Mac- 
Lennan’s minority report and rejected the other. 
Mr. Bryan has stood like a rock for those five 
essential doctrines, both before and since that historic 
meeting. He had much to say about them in both his 
Philadelphia addresses.. That he is the greatest Chris- 
tian layman in America to-day, as a champion raised 
up of God in the interests of the “common people” of 
both Christianity and the nation, no one can deny. 
Whether in politics or in religion, he has never hesi- 
tated to speak unequivocally for what he believes is 
right. And many who have not always been with him 
in political questions rejoice to stand shoulder to 
shoulder with him in his defense of the purity of the 
Christian faith and the integrity of the Word of God. 
“Dr. Fosdick,” said Mr. Bryan, “says that people 
will never be reached by a Gospel that depends upon 
ax-heads floating and fishes swallowing men. Some 
of them seem to have a great deal of difficulty with 
Jonah. Christ didn’t. He used Jonah as an illustration 
of an experience that was shortly to come to him. 
“T don’t want to offend anybody, but I cannot help 
saying that I am still old-fashioned enough to believe 


that, as a spiritual authority, Christ is more reliable 
than Harry Emerson Fosdick.” 

Referring to Dr. Macartney and Mr. McLennan 
Mr. Bryan said: “I am on their side. One hundred 
percent on their side. I am not a hyphenated Chris- 
tian.” 

Mr. Bryan has a keen sense of humor, and never 
hesitates to turn the laugh on himself as readily as 
on others. 

For example, he touched on his political experiences, 
and told how he had gotten into politics. He re- 
ferred to himself as a “politician,” explaining that he 
was afraid he might offend some ple if he called 
himself a “statesman”! It was when he was a boy 
seven years old, he said, that he had formed the defi- 
nite purpose of becoming a lawyer. His father was 
a judge in Illinois, and as a boy he would sit on the 
steps leading up to the judge’s bench where his father 
sat. After graduating from college and from law 
school he went to Nebraska to practise law. His 
thought was far removed from going into politics. 
But this came when he was nominated for office be- 
cause, as a Democrat,-no one supposed he could be 
elected in a Republican district. “I went in on a 


Democratic landslide — which gave me a high opinion 


of landslides. That lasted for four years. Then I 
went out on another landslide!” 

The veteran national figure in both politics and 
statesmanship then went on to describe some of the 
great political questions and achievements with which 
he personally has been closely connected during many 
years. “But none of these compares in importance,” 
said he, “with the subject we are considering to-night. 
If the Bible is convicted of being not what it claims 
to be, then it is the greatest fraud known to man.” 

Mr. Bryan here told a story of a man who was 
running for office and who had written a petition 
urging the public to elect him, to which he was asking 
signatures. The petition included the statement that 
he was “a strictly honest man.” One of those who 
was asked to sign, a little more conscientious than the 
others, said: “I will sign it if you will let me change 
one word.” 

“What is that word?” he was asked. 

“If you will let me strike out the word ‘strictly’ 
and put in the word ‘tolerably,’ I will sign it.” 

“If you want me to say,” declared Mr. Bryan, “that 
the Bible is not strictly true, but tolerably true, I can’t 
sign !” 

Have the Modernists realized that they are asking 
mankind to stake their salvation on a book that is toler- 
ably true? 

“If this Bible is a man-made book,” said Mr. Bryan, 
“it is more wonderful than a God-made book. For if

it is a God-made book, it is easy to understand it. But 
if it is a man-made book, how can you explain it? 

“Why cannot man write a Bible to-day? Either be- 
Cause it came from God, or else nineteen centuries of 
civilization have dragged us down so that we cannot 
write such a book as men wrote then. 

“When a man is dying, does he say, Please bring 
me Darwin’s ‘Origin of Species’; I want to look up 
my ancestry? Why don’t our college professors give 
us some books to read while we are dying? 

“I believe that God so inspired men that when the 
Bible was written it was without error; and J be- 
lieve that is an essential doctrine. 

“Other books you read and you lay aside. But the 
Bible you read and you read again. And you find 
that no matter how well you know it, some new truth 
will spring out from its pages.” 

The speaker told of various public schools where 
the boards of education have ruled that no one in the 
school, teacher or visiting speaker, shall be permitted 
to attack the Bible. And he declared, “Some of the 
politicians can be trusted to defend the Bible better 
than some of the ministers can. The Bible cannot 


be destroyed from without, it can only be betrayed 
from within.” 

With his usual vigor and with efficacious caustic 
contempt, Mr. Bryan exposed and condemned evolu- 
tion. e touched up so-called Christian or theistic 
evolution, too. “The theistic evolutionist is far more 
dangerous than the atheistic evolutionist. Says he, 
I will tell you of a more sublime method of creation. 
But the theisti¢ and the atheistic evolutionist travel 
together arm in arm. 

“The evolutionist has the advantage over us Chris- 
tians. On Sunday morning, instead of going to church, 
he can go to a zoological garden and stand in front of 
a cage of wild animals and congratulate himself on 
how far he’s gotten. You and I go to church to find 
out how far we've got to go. 

“I was in Atlanta, Georgia, a while ago, and a col- 
lege sophomore said to me: ‘Mr. Bryan, I can recon- 
cile Darwinism and Christianity.’ 

“*Well,’ I answered, ‘you must have a better mind 
than Mr. Darwin had, for he couldn’t.’ 

“*Why,’ the student answered, ‘all I would have 
to do would be to discard Genesis.’ 

“Only discard .Genesis—think of it!” said Mr. 
Bryan. 

He frankly discussed the question of Dr. Fosdick 
and the action of the General Assembly in declaring 
for essential doctrines of the Christian faith as of the 
Presbyterian Confession. He commented on the fact 
that some ministers who claim that they believe in 
those essential doctrines are explaining that they did 
not vote for the resolution confirming them because 
they wanted to be fair to Dr. Fosdick. “I think,” said 
Mr. Bryan, “that a man who is more interested in 
whitewashing a Baptist preacher~ preaching heresy 
in a Presbyterian pulpit than in standing for the doc- 
trines of his church, had better not make excuses for 
it.” In saying this, every one kriows that Mr. Bryan 
is not criticizing the Baptist denomination, but is crit- 
icizing a man who rejects the historic position of the 
Baptist church. 

He went on: “Such ministers were less interested in 
declaring their belief in the Virgin Birth than they 
were in defending a man who does not believe in the 
Virgin Birth. 


Are Fundamentalists Making the Discord? 


“They-call us intolerant because we say that a man 
pn professes religion ought to believe what he pro- 
esses. 

“I'd rather offend a dissenter from the Bible than 
offend my Saviour by agreeing with those who would 
rob him of the majesty of his Deity, his Virgin Birth, 
and his Resurrection from the dead.” 

He condemned unsparingly the protest which Mod- 
ernists make against being criticized for their teach- 
ing. “They accuse us of destroying the harmony of 
the church, and bringing in discord. You might as 
well have a man start to take the furniture out of your 
house .and then, if you try to stop him, have him 
say: ‘Now you just let me do this quietly, because 
=e sre want to have any discord in this neighbor- 

ood. 

“I was told by a student ia Dr. Fosdick’s class,” 
said Mr. Bryan, “that when they pinned Dr. Fosdick 
down as to just what he did or did not believe about 
the mitacles, he said that miracles are scientifically 
impossible, historically unreliable, practically undesir- 
able, and therefore unbelievable.” 

Are Christian people who protest against this really 
in danger of being “unfair”? 


The countless numbers of God’s children around the 
world who are praying for a revival in the body of 
Christ will rejoice to know of another word that Mr. 
Bryan spoke on that memorable Sunday in Philadel- 
phia. He had been telling about blind Bartimeus, and 
of the wonderful word that came to him when finally 
“they called the blind man, saying unto him, Be of 
good comfort, rise; he calleth thee.” 

“I don’t know of anything the world needs more,” 
said Mr. Bryan, “than a revival among the Christians 
themselves, that they shall go out and tell men, ‘He 
calleth thee.’ ”

Do we know him as a Person continuing Christ’s work on earth ?

“Holy Spirit,” as the Revised Version uni- 
formly translates (Acts 2: 4). 
Spurgeon asserts: “The grand thing the Church 
wants in this time is God’s Holy Spwit.” Andrew 
Murray says: “The one ny j needful for the Church, 
and the thing which, above all others, men ought every- 
where to seek for with one accord and with their 
whole heart, is to be filled with the Spirit of God.” 
Of the Bible it is said that the Pentateuch alludes 
to the Holy Spirit fourteen times; the historical books 
twenty-five times; the poetical books nine times; and 
the prophetical books thirty-seven times, while the 
name occurs well over a hundred times in the New 
Testament. J 
Who then is the Holy Spirit, this vital One who is 
referred to so repeatedly? 


I. The Holy Spirit is a Person 


There are some laying claim to modern light and 
great Scriptural knowledge who deny this emphatic- 
ally. To them the Spirit is a power, an influence, an 
atmosphere, an impersonal force. Such an assertion 
is astonishing, for the Scriptures in vividest statements 
ere absolutely clear the personality of the Holy 

pirit. 

Let us take only a few Scriptures out of many. 
“I [Christ] will pray the Father, and he shall give 
you another Comforter, that he may abide with you 
forever; even the Spirit of Truth; whom the world 
cannot receive because it seeth him not, neither know- 
eth him: but ye know him; for he dwelleth with you, 
and shall be in you”. (John 14: 16, 17). 

“Howbeit when he, the Spirit of Truth, is come, 
he will guide you into all truth: for he shall not speak 
of himself; but whatsoever he. shall hear, that. shall 
he speak: and he will shew you things to come. He 
shall glorify me: for he shall receive of mine, and shall 
shew it unto you” (John 16:13, 14). 

Note the italic pronouns, Could language declare 
personality more clearly and repeatedly ? 

Again: ‘Tie shall not speak of himself” (John 16: 
13). “Grieve not the Holy Spirit” (Eph. 4:30). 
“The selfsame Spirit, dividing to every man sever- 
ally as he will” (1 Cor. 12:11). That which is 
merely a powér or an influence cannot speak, cannot 
be grieved, cannot will. These facts belong to per- 
sonality and personality alone. 

Yet again: “The Holy Ghost said, Separate me 
Barnabas and Saul for the work whereunto J have 
called them” (Acts 13:2). 

Study through the Scriptures at leisure and you 
will find that the Holy Spirit can be vexed (Isa. 63: 
10); tmsulted (Heb. 10:29); blasphemed (Matt. 12: 
31); possesses intelligence (1 Cor. 2:11), and affec- 
tion (15: 30); teaches (John 14: 26) ; witnesses (Heb. 
10:15); leads (Rom. 8:14); convicts (John 16:8); 
and reveals (John 16:15). 

Let us take care that we do not refer to the Holy 
Spirit as it. The Father is a Person, the Son is a 
Person, the Holy Spirit is a Person, 


Ii. The Holy Spirit is a Divine Person 


He is greater than man, he is greater than the 
Archangel, he is God. The Father and Son are eter- 
nal: so is the Spirit (Heb. 9:14); omnific (all-creat- 
ing): so is the Spirit (Gen. 1:2; Job 26:13; Psa. 
104: 30); omnipresent (all-present): so is the Spirit 
(Psa. 139:7-12); omniscient (all-knowing). so is 
the Spirit (1 Cor. 2: 10, 11). 

In Acts 5:1-5 we read: “Peter said, Ananias, 
why hath Satan filled thine heart to lie to the Holy 
Ghost. ... Thou hast not lied unto men, but unto God.” 
Here a lie unto the Holy Ghost is declared to be a 
lie unto God. 

Matthew 28:19 reads: “Go ye therefore, and teach 
all nations, baptizing them in the name of the Father, 
and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost.” Note in 
the “name” not “names.” The Holy Spirit shares 
the same one name as the Father and the Son. 

Other texts show that the Spirit imparts life (Titus 
3:5; 1 Peter 3:18), light (Acts 13:2; 16:6, 7), 
Divine gifts (1 Cor. 12:8-11), future knowledge 
(John 16: 13; 2 Peter 1: 21), miraculous powers (Rom. 
15:19), consciousness of salvation (Rom. 8:16), all 
of which are not acts of man or angel but of God. 

The writer vividly remembers the wonderful uplift 
that came into his life when (1) the personality of 
the Spirit was apprehended; (2) the Divine person- 
ality of the Spirit was fully realized. The truth had 
been there all along, but I had not been led into the 
truth. Beloved reader, you may now be where I was.

The eye of the Spirit not seeing, and the hand 
of faith not taking the rich delicacies of God’s nour- 
ishing provision. See now, take now, possess now 
your possessions. Ask God now at this very moment 
to make real to you the vitalizing truth of the Divine 
personality of the blessed Holy Spirit. 


Ill. The Holy Spirit is a Divine Person Continuing 
the Work of the Lord Jesus Christ 


When Christ ascended to the Father the Holy Spirit 
came in fulness to continue Christ’s work on earth. 
Before the ascension of Christ the work and mani- 
festation of the Spirit upon earth was an occasional 
one; afterwards it was abiding. Turn to John 14: 
15, 16, “If ye love me, keep my commandments. And 
I will pray the Father, and he shall give you another 
Comforter that he may abide with you for ever.” 

Read aiso John 7:39: “The Holy Ghost was not 
yet given; because that Jesus was not yet glorified.” 

But after the Lord had been glorified by being raised 
from the dead and ascending up into heaven then the 
Holy Spirit came to create and to abide in the Church. 
Christ did not finish all work on the cross. He fin- 
ished his work of redemption. Afterwards for a 
brief season he instructed the disciples in person. The 
first mighty preacher of “Christ crucified” was Christ 
himself. 

Luke 24 gives us two distinct instances of such 
preaching and implies others. He applied the truths 
of his own death to the hearts and minds of men. At 
Pentecost the Holy Spirit took up that same work and 
continues it even until to-day, and will continue it for 
various reasons and in various ways throughout the 
eternal ages. 

What Christ began to do the Spirit continues to do. 
Some time ago there’ was a conference of postal clerks. 
During a debate one delegate from Birmingham, Eng., 
was speaking when the bell rang intimating that his 
allotted time had expired. The speech, however, was 
not finished, so the next speaker from Hull took pos- 
session. of the first speaker’s notes and finished the 
speech. That is by no means a perfect illustration of 
the interworkings between Christ and the Holy Spirit, 
but it is suggestive. 

Christ finished his atoning work on the Cross and 
then commenced to explain and_ illuminate that 
work. Then after forty days he ascended to 
the Father; and the Holy Spirit, ten days 
later, took up and continued the application of 
that completed work. When the Orphan Homes of 
George Miiller were being erected on Ashley Down, 
Mr. Miiller at times was present. He would go in 
and out of the buildings as they gradually rose. But 
the work although closely connected with him was 
not his work,—it was the builder’s. But at last the 
builder’s work -was finished; then George Miiller’s 
special work began. He took up his abode in the 
buildings and joyfully led the orphans into that fin- 
ished work. So now, the Holy Spirit is leading men 
and women everywhere into the finished work of 
Christ. Have you, dear reader, been led into that 
finished work? . 

On Calvary Christ fully bore the penalty of your 
sin. Have you accepted him as your Saviour, your 
substitute? Do.you understand the Cross? Do 
you know that there Christ bore your sins in 
his own body? Do you_ know that by his 
stripes you are healed? (1 Peter 2:24.) Do you 
know, but yet confess that. his work for you there 
is distant, vague, and unreal? Then you need the 
leading and illumination of the Divine Spirit. That 
leading is for you now. Calvary even now can flash 
with truth and blessed meaning. Cease to practise 
your own ways, yield your whole life to God, be very 
sensitive to the Spirit, and lo, things strange, things 
unreal, shall glow with Divine light and from your 
joyous heart will break forth the cry in the Presence 
of him who loved you and gave himself for you, “My 
Lord, and my God.” 


IV. The Holy Spirit is a Divine Person, Being to 
All Believers that Which the Lord Jesus Christ 
Was to His Disciples, in the Days of His Earthly 
Ministry 
Dr. A. T. Pierson lucidly says: “The Spirit of God 

is to be to the disciple and to the Church all that 

Christ would have been had he tarried among us and 

been the personal ‘companion and counselor of each 

and all.” What an amazing statement is found in 

John 16:7: “Nevertheless I tell you the truth; it is 
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expedient for you that I go away: for if I go not away 
the Comforter will not come unto you.” 

Many things startle one’s thinking in this statement, 
and yet ge one that counts for very much is often 
overlooked. That is, the calmness and certainty with 
which Jesus spoke. Why was he not agitated at his 
going away? Why could he view the disciples under 
such circumstances with perfect content? Why? Be- 
cause he knew the Comforter would come, and he 
knew that for his beloved followers every heart need, 
every spiritual need, every physical need would be 
supplied by the Spirit’s presence. 

urn now again to John 14:16 and mark the words 
“another Comforter.” “Comforter” means “Paraclete.” 
And the Greek word means far more than is implied 
by the English word, Comforter. It implies one that 
is called to the aid of another. One glish word 
seems to convey the fuller meaning, namely, standbyer. 
If you like, the Holy Spirit is our solicitor. he 
Lord Jesus was a standbyer to his disciples, the Holy 
Spirit is a standbyer to us. 

_ “He’s everything that Jesus means, 
He’s everything that Jesus seems.” 


Says a little child to a friend, “I like to be with 
you.” “Oh, why?” is the surprised question. “Be- 
cause,” comes the sweet answer, “you're just like 
mother.” The Holy Spirit is just like Jesus. Did 
Christ love his own? So does the Spirit. Did Christ 
pray for his own? So does the Spirit. Did Christ 
defend his own? So does the Spirit. Did Christ 
commune with his own? So does the Spirit. Did 
Christ lead his own? So does the Spirit. Our joys 
are his joys; our sins are his sorrows. Have you 
ever noticed that while on earth scarcely if ever did 
the disciples thank Jesus for what he was to them? 
They received much and thanked little. Let us guard 
against treating our abiding Standbyer thus. Don’t 
let us be afraid of speaking to the Holy Spirit. True, 
to address the Spirit in prayer is not the regular 
Scriptural order, but the communion of the Holy 
Spirit is. Communion of two hearts largely consists 
of expressions of gratitude. Let us not be afraid to 
tell the Spirit how we love him, and how grateful 
to him we are for all that he does. To commune with 
the Spirit in a reverent yet homely way is not Scrip- 
turally wrong; we must only take care lest the Devil 
turns our cOmmunion inwards and beguiles us into 
thinking that thrills and happy experiences constitute 
the communion of the Holy Ghost. 


V. The Holy Spirit is a Divine Person Who is 
Constantly Seeking to Bring’ Us Face to Face 
with Jesus Christ 


There is a danger that while we are emphasizing 
the Holy Spirit we may think less of the Person of 
Christ. We have carefully to guard against this. 


_ The Holy Spirit is specially manifesting himself on 


earth, while Christ is specially manifesting himself 
in heaven. Christ is sitting at the right hand of power 
of the Father in the highest heaven. But although 
specially manifesting himself in heaven, yet he is pres- 
ent on and acquainted with the things of earth. Like- 
wise the Holy Spirit is by the Christian’s side spe- 
cially manifesting himself on earth; yet he is present 
and acquainted with the happenings in heaven. 

The work of the Spirit on earth is to bring us into 
touch with Christ-is heaven. “He shall glorify me,” 
said Christ speaking of him. “He shall not speak of 
himself” (John 16:13, 14). There is a marvelous 
self-forgetfulness in the Trinity. The Father is con- 
stantly exalting the Son and the Spirit. The Son is 
constantly exalting the Father and the Spirit. The Spirit 
is constantly exalting the Father and the Son. The 
Spirit takes of the things of Christ and reveals them 
unto us. “He shall show you things to come,” said 
Christ. That is the reason why we know so much 
about the Lord’s return. The Spirit is always illum- 
inating that truth to us. All texts concerning the 
Lord Jesus are “Illuminated Texts.” The Spirit is the 
great Illuminator. 

He shows us the perfect life of Christ and pleads 
with us to copy it. He shows us the Cross of Christ 
and enables us to accept the Crucified. He reveals 
to us a resurrected, ascended, interceding, returning 
Christ, and enables us to abandon ourselves to his 
power and earnestly long for his presence. 

You who have yielded your lives to the Lord Jesus 
know how beautifully real he became to you at the 
moment of decision. He who before had simply been 
a historical Christ, the Christ of the Bible, the Christ 
of story books, the Christ of the Sunday-school, the 
Christ of your mother, suddenly became your Christ. 
The Christ of history became a Christ of experience. 
The Christ of the Bible became the Christ of your 
heart. You felt that if you put out your hand you 
would touch him, that if you opened your eyes a little 
wider you would see him, that if you listened a little 
harder you would hear him. What caused this vivid 
revelation of the Lord? There can be no doubt. The 
Holy Spirit was taking of the person and things of 
Jesus and revealing them unto you. 

Some years ago I was in the garden at the home 
where I reside. The lady of the house came and 
said to me, “Have you seen the model of James Watt 
in the garden?” “No,” I said, in surprise, “I haven't.

Christmas recitations, joyous Christmas music, and 
a treat of candy, popcorn, and oranges. 

That part of Christmas was over; but looking 
at the faces of the children and parents gathered in 
the church on Christmas eve one could not doubt 
that the best part was yet to come, the real cele- 
bration of the birthday of the King. People were 
eager, yet quiet. Notwithstanding the happy greet- 
ings there was something of the hushed expectancy 
with which earth must have. waited for the birth of 
the heavenly Babe near two thousand years ago. 
For were they not to see again the very first Christ- 
mas, to worship with the shepherds, to bring gifts 
as did the. Magi? 

There were ‘no paper bells nor tinsel decorations in 
the church; only evergreens banked around and above 
the curtained platform. The choir loft was a little 
to. the right of the pulpit and chairs for the singers 
were turned half away from the audience, so that 
they too might face the hidden manger. . The singers 
took their places quietly, with no processional or 
other spectacular feature to call attention from the 
darkened rostrum, toward which all eyes were turned. 

The organ sounded the prelude softly, as if the 
music came from a distance, and presently a single 
voice from the seated choir began the story. 


“O holy night, the stars are brightly shining, 
It is the night of the dear Saviour’s birth.” 


The full voices sounded in the chorus, 


“Fall on your knees! O hear the angels singing! 
O night divine, O night when Christ was born!” 


It was not the First Church choir rendering Christ- 
mas music; it was a voice telling reverently the story 
of the first Christmas. 

A reader stood in the choir to give the story of the 
birth of Jesus and the visit of the shepherds from the 
first sixteen verses of the second of Luke. As he 
finished the simple reading the lights in the auditorium 
were turned off and a single star flashed out above 
the platform. At the same time the curtains were 
rolled back revealing the softly lighted stable at Beth- 
lehem. Mary and Joseph stood in reverent attitude 
back of the hay-filled manger, a white radiance from 
the cradle lighting Mary’s face as she bent above it, 

For a long moment this scene held the eyes and 
hearts of the audience, the silence unbroken save by 
th soft tones of the great organ, like a heavenly harp, 
playing, “Silent night, Holy night.” . 

Then down the aisle from the left came a group 
of shepherds. They made their way slowly to the 
stable and knelt in worship before the cradle of the 
new-born King while the choir, stilk seated and fac- 
ing toward the manger, sang the words that carried 
the story. 


“Angels from the realms of glory, 
Wing your flight o’er all the earth, 
Ye who sang creation’s story; 
Now proclaim Messiah’s birth. 
Shepherds in the fields abiding, 
Watching o’er your flocks by night, 


God with man is now residing, 
Yonder shines the infant light. 
Come and worship, come and worship, 
Worship Christ, the new-born King.” 


Still facing the manger, the shepherds moved to 
the left and rear of the platform. The reader again 
took up the story, giving the first, second, and 
eleventh verses from Matthew second,—the visit of 
the Wise-men. As the choir sang the first stanza 
and the chorus of “Oh, come all ye faithful,” the 
three kings from the Orient came down the right 
aisle, kneeling before the manger as had the shep- 
herds, and each presenting his gift. 

The Wise-men took their stand at the right rear, 
opposite the shepherds, and at the same time Mary, 
who had bent in love and worship over the manger, 
seated herself back of the cradle near the head. 

Then came the long procession of children from 
the Sunday-school bringing their White Gifts for the 
King. They came by classes, but cafried for the most 
part individual gifts wrapped in purest white. These 
were laid with the offerings of the Wise-men on the 
floor in front of and around the manger. Class after 
class they came, each little child gazing with wonder- 
ing and reverent eyes at the luminous manger, so very 
real it was to them. The organ played softly the 
while, and the mind unconsciously supplied the words 
of the familiar music: “While Shepherds Watched 
Their Flocks by Night,” “It Came Upon a Midnight 
Clear,” “Silent Night, Holy Night,” “Hark, the Her- 
ald Angels Sing,” — one hymn followed the other as 
the children brought their offerings. 

As the last gift was laid at the foot of the manger 
the pastor prayed that the dear Christ would ac- 
cept these gifts brought with love; that as God had 
given his great Christmas gift to us, we might give 
ourselves to love and serve him. Then the organ 
broke into the strains of “Joy to the World, the Lord 
is Come,” and the congregation sang the familiar 
words with a new’ emotion. 

To the children it had seemed like having a part 
in that first wonderful Christmas, and the Holy Child 
was made real to them. The spiritual significance of 
the day had been impressed upon them; the gifts they 
brought for the poor were really given to the in- 
fant King; the Christmas story took again its first 
and sacred meaning, the day of God's supreme gift 
to men. 

The difficulty of carrying out this White Gifts 
Christmas service is not great. The effect is much 
strengthened by an organist who can appreciate the 
reverent and spiritual idea and has skill to express 
it in his music. ‘The choir rehearsals are reduced 
to the minimum of work since all the music is famil- 
iar: The reader must commit to memory the Scrip- 
ture story. The teen-age boys and girls who repre- 
sent the characters must practise the simple action until 
they can carry it through with dignity and rever- 
ence, Choir leader and characters should rehearse 
the service together until it moves off smoothly and 
without a moment’s hesitation or a word of prompt- 
ing. The children need no rehearsing though the 
leaders should be told how and where to present their 
gilts. 

The platform is with and 


surrounded evergreen 
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either evergreen or. dull blankets should form the 
background. Mary’s seat may be covered with a fur 
rug. The star is brighter and more star-like in its 
shining if it is not more than four to six inches 
across. Cut the star from the side of a pasteboard 
box and cover the opening with white tissue. Try 
bulbs of various strength inside until you find the 
one that makes the best appearance in the room. 
Mask the box and wiring in the evergreen. Plat- 
form lights should be indirect and quite subdued, so 
that the glow from the cradle will seem the focal 


int, 

A small feeding rack or deep trough will make 
the best manger cradle. If it must be built use 
weathered boards,—never new or painted lumber. 
Fill it with hay or straw hollowed deep in the middle, 
where a glimpse of white cloth with perhaps a 
brightly striped blanket will simulate the child. For 
the light in the cradle use a small frosted bulb deep 
down in the straw covered with many folds of white 
chiffon. This will diffuse a soft radiance much bet- 
ter than a brighter light. It must be so arranged that 
little children looking into the cradle will not be 
shocked by something incongruous. An electrician 
will arrange the wiring so there will be no danger 
of fire. Star, manger, and platform lights should op- 
erate with one switch. 

Costumes. may be managed from materials found 
in the homes. ary is draped in white with flowing 
headdress. Joseph’s costume may be a dull-colored 
couch cover. The shepherds wear dark tunics and 
sandals with a strip of fur—any unmounted skin — 
thrown over the shoulder. If crooks are used they 
should be stained or weathered. The Wise-men are 
more gorgeously arrayed in the richest colored dra- 
peries to be had. Their turbans should be of colored 
silk. Small Oriental-looking boxes will do for their 
gifts. A Bible dictionary will give the necessary 
hints for arranging the costumes. 

Such details matter less than the reverent atmos- 
phere. Let the erganist, the choir, and the characters 
keep in mind that the Child in the manger is the cen- 
ter of all thought; let them really forget themselves 
in the remembrance of him, and the service will re- 
new for our day the spiritual message of the first 
Christmas.

Dear Mother Ruth: Like so many others I wish to ob- 
tain some advice from you. 

I am a Christian girl. I am very fond of reading, and 
much interested in china painting, embroidery, and lacé: 
I wish to devote some of my time to these things. Now 
should I do so, or should I give that time to the study 
of God’s Word? I am a busy school teacher, so haven’t 
a great deal of spare time at my disposal. 

Another problem. I expect to go in training for the 
mission field in a few years. I have two courses of train- 
ing in view. In one I shall find the highest worldly cul- 
ture, besides the things of God, yet to a certain extent 
there will be ciass distinction. In the other, time will 
not be spent in formalities, but the Bible will be studied 
as God intended it should be. Which is the better? 

When people, through lack of education, have not the 
same interests as you have, is it possible to make 
friends of them? It seems to me that the only thing in 
such a case is to have Christ in each life, and then the 
One Thing in common. Am I right? Supposing that is 
not the case, what should be done?

Y DEAR TEACHER, your letter is very inter- 

esting to me, and I shall enjoy talking your 
problems over with you. One of the great privileges 
of the Christian life, isn’t it? 

We never can know enough of God’s Word. One 
should nevér allow it to take second place, but always 
have it in the first place. To do painting and embroid- 
ery and lace work is many times restful after using 
one’s brain very much, and it should be enjoyed as 
relaxation at times. But I have seen workers of the 
Lord lose golden opportunities to think for him in the 
presence of folks because they gave divided attention 
to the matters of the Kingdom which were before 
them while they did lace work. 

Personally, I love to do fancy work, but I have 
many pieces in my fancy work drawer now, and they 
have been there for some time, even years, because 
I have found the things for Christ needed my utmost 
attention. Again, this is a matter for you to settle 
with your daily companion, Jesus Christ, in your mo- 
ment by moment life together. There is where God 
is so great to me,— that he will condescend to our every- 
day life together, and take in the details which might 
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seem so insignificant to one so great as God. But 
we know there is nothing too small for his interest, 
and his guidance. . 

Your considering of the choice of a training school 
for your work for your King is of vital importance. 
Oh, my dear, put the spiritual things first! Class 
distinction does not belong to a child of God! He is 
no respecter of persons, and he himself chose to be 
poor “that ye through his poverty might be rich” (2 
Cor. 8:9). Read the whole of the sixth chapter of 
2 Corinthians. I would unhesitatingly choose the 
school that stands for the highest things of God. The 
schools and colleges of to-day are to be examined 
thoroughly before we give an hour of our time to 
what is taught therein. Cleave to your God with a 
tenacious hold, that the subtlety of the devil can not 
touch you or be an influence over you. | 

The next question, of your friendship for unedu- 
cated people, is to be answered by the question, Are 
you putting “first things first”? If so, you will enjoy 
far more the companionship of the spiritually-minded 
than to revel in the things of the intellect. There is 
a great temptation to one who enjoys study, to put 
the intellectual first, and to-day the nation is full of 
folks who have lost out, right at that point. They for- 
get their God is the biggest thing in the world, and 
above the world, and can give the biggest thinking 
that can be thought! Oh, revel in his Word, and you 
will find his friendship will be the choicest of all, and 
no friendship can exist that is not centered in him! 
Seek for the mind of Christ! 

May the dear Lord be so precious to you, as you 
prepare for your mission field, that your life will 
throb and glow and be alive with the power of the 
Holy Spirit! 





Dear Mother Ruth: I have read with interest your let- 
ters, and knowing you to be a Christian woman I thought 
you could give me some advice. I am going with a boy 
who says he is a Christian, but deep down in my heart 
I cannot believe him. I do not like this boy, and I have 
told him I do not want to go with him. He has a Sunday- 
school class, and says if I don’t go out with him he will 
leave it all and quit the church he is going to, and I, be- 
iitg a Christian girl, know I should not be the means of 
any person leaving a church.

Y DEAR UNHAPPY GIRL, I can readily see 

how your experience is troubling you, and how 
anxious you are to-do the right thing by your inter- 
ested boy. I: fear your opinion of the depth of his 
Christianity: is correct, forthe “fruit of the Spirit” 
is always. evident, and yet we should not-judge him. 
But no boy can love the Lord and put. it up to a girl 
to keep him in the church. 

You. must be true to your convictions, no matter 
what attitude this boy takes. Do what is right, ard 
God will see you through. Do not continue encourag- 
ing. this boy with a friendship that is not sincere on 
your part. Tell him you are sorry if he takes such 
a stand, but if he is following you and not the Lord, 
both of you are better off to know the truth and face 
facts together. 

You speak of him as a teacher of a Sunday-school 
class; you know that is a very serious work for. the 
Lord, and if he is doing it to please you, and not 
under the guidance of the Holy Spirit, far’ better for 
the boys if he does give them up. The teaching of 
the Word of God is no trifling matter, and should be 
done only when one is under the call of God. 

Be a little more courageous, my dear; you are not 
to pay any such price for friendship. Be frank, lady- 
like, and kind to this bey, but be firm. I feel sure 
as a child of God you have talked to him about it. 
Continue to ask him to bless the boy and help the boy 
to see your feelings, and then be true to your own 
heart and refuse your company to one you feel toward 
as you do to him.

[- IS a mistake to. suppose that God may know. the 
future but cannot make ‘it known to us. What kind 
of God would this be that cannot make his thoughts 
known to me? Every man about me can do this with 
his thoughts ; is God less able to do this than they 
are! 
capable than all of us are. How God does this is 
another matter ; but it will be time enough to consider 
the method of his communicating to the prophets, 
when we shall have explained satisfactorily how we 
communicate with our fellow-men. 

Of course, in human intercourse, we use the touch, 
the sign, the sound. We, our “egos,” receive infor- 
mation from the “egos” of others through all the 
senses and perhaps in other ways. Shall you be able 
to reveal your spirit’s thoughts to me, and shall not 
God? Shall I deny that you have revealed your 
thought because I cannot understand, or explain, how 
we interchange our ideas? Can God not hear my 
prayers? Then, all men must in this respect be greater 
than God; for they can hear them. Will God not 
hear me when I cry to him? Then, my friends must 
be more merciful than God; for they hear me. 
Does God not hear and answer me? Then, God is 
less loving and careful of me than many others whom 

know. How he hears is one thing, that he hears is 
another. The heart of humanity cries out for God and 
believes that he answers its prayers, even though it 
dces not know how he does it. 

So, also, we believe not merely that God has cre- 
ated and that he preserves all things; but that he re- 
generates, illuminates, and sanctifies whom he will, 
and that he has spoken through the prophets and his 
Son and has seen to it that we have in the Scrip- 
tures a correct word of his plan of salvation. Reve- 
lation was the work of the Holy Spirit in making 
known God’s will to and through the prophets; in- 
spiration was the work of the same Spir't in insuring 
a true record for us—a record “profitable for doc- 
trine, for reproof, for correction, and for instruction 
in righteousness,” —a record of divine origin and ex- 
cellence, able to make wise untuv salvation which is 
through faith in Christ Jesus, and thoroughly fitting 
the man of God for every good work. The prophets 
and apostles claim to have had revelations from God. 
The Son of God who was in the bosom of the Father 
is said to have revealed him.

The Lesson as a Whole 


By the Rev. W. H. Griffith Thomas, D.D. 


Special Note for the Quarter.—It is essential to re- 
member that the purpose of the lessons for this Quar- 
ter is not the general study of books or persons or 
periods or incidents, but that of the one specific sub- 
ject of missions from the standpoint of the Bible. We 
are to consider, in various aspects, the Bible as a mis- 
sionary book. 


I. The Historical Situation 


ISSIONARY work is here regarded from the 
M standpoint of the Day of Pentecost and the 
years that immediately followed that notable 

event. Pentecost was a watershed between two dis- 
pensations, and it is important to distinguish between 
the. Holy Spirit as given before that time and as be- 
stowed on that day (John 7:39). In some wonderful 
way the descent of the Spirit at Pentecost was de- 
pendent upon the ascension of Christ (Acts 1:4; 2: 
33). The Holy Spirit was among the people of God 
in Old Testament times, but Pentecost ushered in a 
new and unique feature. The Holy Spirit could then 
be called, as never before, “the Spirit of Jesus” (Acts 
16:7), and it is possible, if not probable, that our 
Lord had the distinction in mind between the Holy 
Spirit before and after Pentecost in his words, “He 
abideth with you and shall be im you” (John 14: 17). 
God’s dispensations, or periods of dealing with man, 
are three: the dispensation of the Father, covering the 
Old Testament time; the dispensation of the Son, 
referring to our Lord’s earthly manifestation; and the

Pentecost. All was leading up to this last. Follow- 
ing the Day of Pentecost we have the record of the 
Church in Jerusalem from Acts 2:1 to 8:1, and it 
will be necessary to limit -attention as far as possible 
to the presence and work of the Holy Spirit during 
this period, so that the “power” by means of which 
the Church was extended shall be thoroughly realized. 
We are not now concerned with Acts 2 to 8 in general, 
but only with the revelation of the Holy Spirit as 
“the power of the early Church.” The Book of Acts 
has been well ‘called “The Acts of the Holy~ Spirit,” 
because of the prominence givén throughout the book 
to the action of, the Spirit in guiding, guarding, 
equipping, and blessing the Christians. 


Il. Expository Notes 
Acts 2:1-4. After the ten days of prayerful wait- 


ing (1:13), the fulfilment of Christ’s promise came. , 


Pentecost was the Jewish feast of harvest, fifty days 
after the Passover. The disciples were together in 
real unity and expectation (vs. 2, 3). Three symbols 
were given: sound as of wind, sight of tongues as of 
fire, and the touch of these last. Perhaps the wind 
suggested life, as in Ezekiel 37, the fire power, and 
Thus, the. Holy Spirit would 
be suggested as vitalizing, energizing, and teaching 
(v. 4). But the symbols were only expressive . of 
the reality, for they were “all filled with the Holy 
Spirit.” This would mean the presence of Christ 
in their soul, the love of Christ in their 
heart, and the truth of Christ in their lips. The 
“all” includes the one hundred and twenty, and, of 
course, both sexes (1:15). Thus, our Lord’s prom- 
ise of the Holy Spirit in John 15:16 was fulfilled. 
The immediate result of this gift was the testimony to 
Christ which was given (vs. 5, 11). It is important 
to remember that Pentecost did not mean conversion, 
since they were already disciples, but it was the gift 
of the Holy Spirit for service, the tongues suggest- 
ing voice and speech and indicating the’ néeded Di- 
vine equipment for their work. 


Acts 2:37-42. The result of the coming of the 
Holy Spirit is nere indicated. Peter had preached 
the Gospel, and the first Christian sermon is a strik- 
ing testimony to the spiritual power of the man who 
had quailed before the servant-maid. First, he refutes 
what they had asserted in error (vs. 14-21). Then, 
he presents his arguments to convince the hearers of 
Christ (vs. 22-36), and lastly, follows with a definite 
appeal to lead them to Christ (vs. 37-40). Verse 37. 
Conviction. The people were evidently conscious of 
their guilt and consequent responsibility, and equally 
conscious of their powerlessness in the irreparable- 
ness. of their: action concerning. Christ. Verse 38. 
Then Peter gives them directions what to do. They

are to turn from sin and at the same time turn to 
Christ, thereby breaking with the past and surren- 
dering to the Lord. The promises are twofold, re- 
mission of sins and the gift of the Spirit, the bless- 
ings thus covering past, present, and future. Verse 39. 
They are encouraged to do this by the assurance of 
God’s promise and the certainty of his welcome. 
Verse 40. ‘And they are, therefore, urged to separate 
themselves from the perverse and sinful race with 
which they had been associated. This was a call to 
definite separation. Verses 41, 42. The response was 
immediate and thorough. They believed what Peter 
said and submitted themselves to baptism in token 
of their repentance and surrender, and that very day 
about three thousand were, added to the original hun- 
dred and twenty. Verse 42. But conversion-is not 
everything, and it was necessary for them to con- 
tinue in the path they had entered, and so there is 
the fourfold expression and guarantee of their loyal 
adherence: teaching, fellowship, breaking of bread, 
and prayers. Thus, the Holy Spirit did his work and 
the Church of Christ commenced. 

From chapter 3:1 to chapter 8:1 there are several 
instances of the “power” of the Holy Spirit in the 
life of the early Church, and it will be necessary ‘to 
notice this very briefly in order to see the force of 
this lesson from the standpoint of missionary work. 
(1) Chapter 3. The healing of the lame man (vs. 1- 
10) and the testimony of the Apostles (vs. 11-25) 
could only hayc come through this Divine power. (2) 
Chapter 4. The courage of the Apostles and of the 
early Christians (vs. 1-31) and the unity (v. 32); 
blessing (v. 31), and fellowship (vs. 34-37), are fur- 
ther illustrations of this power. (3) Chapter 5. The 
perception of Peter and his faithfulness in dealing 
with Ananias and Sapphira also came from the same 
Spirit and again the fearlessness of the Apostles is 
manifest (vs. 17-32). (4) Chapters 6 to 8 The 
story of the Seven, and especially the part played: by 
Stephen illustrate other aspects of this “power.” The 
men required for this service, secular though it was, 
were to be those who possessed and were dominated 
by the Holy Spirit (vs. 3, 5). The Holy Spirit is a 
“power” for character as well as for service’ (7:55). 
Ill. Other Scriptures on the Lesson 

The one thought of this lesson is “power,” and it 
is important to give attention to this great truth which 
is sO prominent in the New Testament. There is 
scarcely anything more characteristic of Christianity 
than its “power,” because for true religion we need 
not only an ideal but a “dynamic,” and the word trans- 
lated “power” is the exact equivalent of this modern 
word (Luke 24: 49; Acts 1:8). Notice the following 
aspects of “power” in the New Testament. These are 
only a few of the Scriptures which teach this~ vital 
truth: 

1. Christ as the power of God (1 Cor. 1:24; 2 
Cor: 33: 4): 

2. The Gospel as the power of God (Rom. 1: 16). 

3. The Holy Spirit as the Divine power (Acts 10: 
38; 13:4, 9; 16:7; Rom. 8: 1-17; 15:19; Eph. 3: 16). 

4. Christians as recipients and proofs of the power 
of God (2 Cor. 12:9; Phil. 4:13; Col. 1:11).

Sinners.—Peter said, . . . Be baptized every one 
of you... unto the remission of your sins (v. 38). 
I have just been speaking to the men in the Montrose, 
Pa., jail. (A paroled prisoner from a New England 
penitentiary stopped in to make my personal acquaint- 
ance the other day and said, “Mr. Ridgway, you are 
known | in every jail in the land as the prisoner's 
friend.”) So you see I am a “jail bird.” Over the 
iron barred door of the cell room is this sign, WeEL- 
coME. Crow Bar Horer.” There were two hand- 
some young fellows in Hotel Crow Bar, about twenty- 
three or twenty-four years of age. One fellow said 
he was an’ “entertainer,” and that he had stranded and 
stolen a gun. The other fellow said he had “filled 
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up” one night and stolen an automobile. This is the 
first time in my inside jail experience I have met at 
first sight guilty prisoners. Most jails are filled with 
injured innocents. The human race is a queer lot. 
Call a man “a sinner” and he laughs. Pick out some 
specific sin and you enter the danger zone. Lots of 
folks lie “a little,” steal “a little,” cheat “a little,” 
false witness “a little,” and other things “a little.” 
But it is some job to get them to confess these sins 
“a little.” Yet there is no entrance to Eternal Life 
otherwise — at the beginning of Christianity and now 
(Rom. 3:23), The early church was one of power 
because it was made up entirely of saved sinners, 
liars, and profane cussers like this very Peter.

Here in beautiful Montrose, where I am taking a lit- 
tle rest with the mountains and the Hustons and Doc- 
tors Dixon, Griffith Thomas, Evans, Bieber, and all 
the others, I have met a couple of splendid young 
men.

THe PrincipLe or CoNCENTRATION.—Organ- 
ize the lesson around one central and important 
truth whenever possible. 











CoS the subject of the lesson is capable of a 
double interpretation and since we in the modern 
Church are so strongly inclined to depend upon our 
organization and machinery, we cannot do better in 
the teaching of this lesson than to set ourselves to 
emphasize not the evidence of the power of. the early 
Church, but the source of that power, which is’ the 
Holy Spirit. It will be proper enough to search through 
the Acts for evidence of the early .Church’s power, 
even beyond those indicated in the selected Scriptures 
(note that the lesson material suggested includes all 
of the first seven chapters of Acts). But we shall 
miss the mark if we merely point out these evidences 
of power. We shall miss it even more sadly if, rec- 
ognizing our own need for such power in the Church, 
we are content to urge that need without emphasiz- 
ing that such power is not the result of organization 
or of modern method, but of the Holy Spirit. In 
short, here is a much needed opportunity to concen- 
trate a lesson upon the Holy Spirit as the source of 
spiritual power in the Church. He was the power 
manifest in the early Church because he found there 
what he longs to find in the Church to-day — yielded 
lives, willing to be channels through which he can 
send his own tides of blessing. 

In classes where the recognition of this truth does 
not need emphasis the concentration can be a bit 
narrower and the class may study the conditions 
which were preliminary to the control of the Spirit, 
asking to what extent they are essential to-day since 
the Spirit came upon the church at Pentecost. Or, 
concentrating upon the evidences of his presence in the 
early Church, the question as to the extent to which 
such evidences are a proof of his presence to-day 
may be considered. May the Spirit himself guide 
every teacher into the truth concerning himself and 
make each teacher a mouthpiece for himself in this 
lesson !

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Prophecy in This Lesson

ECAUSE dispensations overlap at the point of 
transition, there were Jewish elements belonging 
to the age just past, which were projected into the 
first days of the present age, and for a brief period 
these Jewish elements run hand in hand with the es- 
tablishment of the Church.

offer to Israel on Pentecost is evident 
from two facts: (1) Peter quoted Da- 
vid as prophesying that Christ must rise 
from the dead in order that He might sit 
on the Davidic throne (Acts 2:25-36), 
and (2) Peter also quoted Joel 2: 28-32 
as his inspired explanation of the Pente- 
costal wonders. It is evident that this 
passage as found in the context of Joel 
has to do with Israel’s blessings in her 
coming earthly kingdom. No prophecy 
concerning the church was given to Joel; 
yet through Peter’s sermon God’s divine 
purpose in the beginning of the out-call-| 
ing of the Church was realized. 

In declaring “God hath made... 
Jesus . . . both Lord and Christ” (Acts 
2:36), Peter recognizes—the Messianic 
ministry to Israel by the title Christ, and 
the Headship ministry to the Church by 
the title Lord. 

The peculiar manifestations of the 
Spirit at Pentecost which were related 
to the kingdom will be renewed and 
completed at the return of Christ. The 
present power of the Spirit is manifested 
in another way. Though sign-gifts were 
given to the Church by the Spirit at 
the beginning, His present exercise of 
power is unto a world-wide witness 
(Acts 1:8). There is a difference to be 
noted between the Spirit’s manifested 
power in prophecies, visions, dreams, a 
darkened sun, a moon turned to blood, 
and his manifestation of power in the 

*believer’s heart for a world-wide witness 
unto Christ.

Paul uses the 
same word in Acts 17:25, when speak- 
ing of the Creator as giving to all men 
breath. It is the Septuagint word in 
Genesis 2:7, “And the Lord God 
breathed into his nostrils the breath of 
life.” Lyke undoubtedly had this in 
mind and was setting the new creation 
over against the old. 

Light is thrown on the word trans- 
lated “rushing,” pheromenes, in 2 Peter 
1:21, “But holy men of God spake as 
they were moved [pheromenoi) by the 
Holy Ghost.” It carried along, bore 
onwards in thought and speech, all those 
in its path. 

And there appeared unto them cloven 
tongues (v. 3). The word for cloven 
is diamerizomenai, distributed. It sug- 
gests “the differences of administration 
and diversities of operation,” the varied 
gifts of 1 Corinthians 12. It is interest- 
ing to note that the next time the word 
appears is in Acts 2: 45, “They sold their 
possessions and cleft them, parted them, 
to all men as every man had need.” The 
Spirit was distributed to them, and they 
distributed their possessions to the poor. 
The merismois, distributions or gifts, of 
the Holy Ghost are mentioned in He- 
brews 2: 4.

After the Lesson.—There are some 
good-sized churches in well populated 
neighborhoods where not more than two 
or three people in the whole year are 
led to accept Jesus Christ as their Sav- 
jour. What do you suppose is the trou- 
ble? Yes, there are many answers. But 
if you will read carefully this second 
chapter of the book of Acts, you will 
notice that Peter in his great sermon 
points to God’s promise of a pouring out 
of his Spirit on his servants and hand- 
maidens, and then they are to speak for 
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him. Are we who make up the member- 
ship of our own church yielding ourselves 


‘to the Lord Jesus in such a way that he 


can work freely through us? Are we 
preventing the working of the Holy 
Spirit in our words and our deeds, by 
not giving obedience to God in perhaps 
some matters that do not seem very im- 
portant? The power of the early Church 
was not the power of man, but the power 
of the Holy Spirit. You may remem- 
ber that in one of the aviation fields some 
terrible accidents occurred during the 
war which were not understood until it 
was found that a spy had been mixing 
water with the gasoline for the airplanes, 
and when the airplanes were very high 
in the air, this water would freeze on 
the little strainer through which the gas- 
oline would have to pass into the engine, 
clog it up, and suddenly the power would 
give out. The plane would become un- 
manageabic, and down it would go with 
acrash. This is the explanation of some 
of the accidents as given by an officer in 
service at the time. Is your life too 
mixed for the power of God to work 
through it? Perhaps that is the trouble 
with many of our churches. Is it your 
trouble? Let us pray.

Introduction 


ti, key to what Genesis teaches is’ 


its first verse —a statement of eter- 
nity. Its first word (“In the beginning”) 
was, and rightly, its name for a thousand 
years. Beginning here, Jehovah (1) re- 
stored the primal revelation (Gen. 3: 15) 
to chosen custodians (Rom. 3:2; 9: 4, 5); 
(2) began a further revelation; and (3) 
gave in selected material (genealogy, 
biography, and history, each necessary) 
a history of twenty-three centuries, re- 
sembling a woven fabric where God and 





his acts are the warp and man and his 
acts the woof. | 

The divine analysis of Genesis is indi- 
cated by a phrase of time (‘These are 
the generations”), so used as to divide 
the book into ten distinct narratives; the 
two first being divine, and the remain- 
ing eight human; the first moving from 
darkness to light as do God’s “evening- 
mornings,” .and the nine from light to 
darkness, as do the affairs (Eccl. 7:29) 
and the days of man. esis means 
“sources” or “origins,” and thus is Coy 
aliied to the phrase’s chief word, whic 
means “to bring forth,” 4. ¢., the things 
brought forth to one. 
Historical Setting 

Although long years separated them, 
Abraham was not indifferent to his kin- 
dred. He hears about his brother, Nahor 
(Gen. 22: 20-24), ‘perhaps from a pass- 
ing merchant, and his attention centers 
upon Rebekah. The death of Sarah, 
soon after, makes necessary some one 
to take her place in the tribal household 
and the specific command (24:4) to his 
servar.t follows.’ Doubtless it is Rebekah 
that he has in mind. At the close of 
the lesson (24:67), Isaac’s expecta- 
tions seem closely connected with the 
death of his. mother. The marriage cus- 
toms of the time, which are preserved 
in the East to this day, are graphically 





set forth. That Abraham should decide 
the important question as to Isaac’s wife 
is true to-custom, as is it that Rebekah’s 
brother and mother should first give their 
consent. In Chapter 23 is a graphic pic- 
ture of Oriental bargaining; we are not 
to suppose that Ephron thought. of giv- 
ing anything without payment; it is just 
a method of getting the largest possible 
price. 


Geography 


Mesopotamia (v. 10) is “Aram-Naha- 
raim,” meaning “Aram of the two rivers.” 
It is a district as large as Pennsylvania, 
lying between the Euphrates and Ti igris 
rivers which is ae called “Padan-aram” 
(Gen. 25:20; 28:2). The northwestern 
section of this district is abundantly 
watered and fertile, and has always been 
of historical importance. Nahor, prob- 
ably, lived near Haran (Gen. 11:31) 
where he had followed his father, Terah. 
To locate him,—for it was to his tribe 
that Abraham sent his servant — (24: 4), 
would be comparatively easy, but would 
take much time, hence the servant’s de- 
vice (24: 1I- -13). Abraham, no doubt, 
was living at “Beer-lahai-roi” (v. 62), 
and the journey from there to Haran 
would consume many weeks of traveling 
through a strange country, much of it 
sterile wilderness, parts of it: mountain- 
ous, equivalent to a trip from Philadel-

phia to Columbus, and return, by slow- 
going camels. 
How to Study this Lesson 

Review the seventh Genesis narrative 

(11: 27 to 25: 11) by its key word, “sep- 
aration.” Abraham's greatness is con- 
stantly in contrast with the vacillation 
of his father, Terah; the covetousness of 
his nephew, Lot; the doubtings of his 
wife, Sarah; and with the life of the in- 
habitants of the land. After the mir- 
aculous birth of the “seed,” Isaac, Abra- 
ham is pictured with relation to him. 
The close of the narrative (25: 1-11) is 
significant: first, there is Abraham build- 
ing “his own house”; the seventh Genesis 
‘narrative opened with “Abraham and his 
father’s house.” Then, everything that 
Abraham has is given to Isaac (vs. 5, 
6), but the children of: Hagar and Ke- 
turah are given gifts and “separated” 
from the heir of all. After Abraham 
is dead and buried, then “God blessed his 
son Isaac” (v. 11); for only as Abra- 
ham’s son could he have the promises 
(26:4; 28:4). Rotherham translates 
verse 8: “So Abraham . . . died in a fine 
‘old age, old and satisfied.” 
. That so much space is given to the 
account of getting “a bride for Isaac” 
shows that God considers it most import- 
ant. No human philosophy would ever 
have given it such surpassing importance. 
In what does this importance consist? 
First, the narrative exalts “the God of 
Abraham”; second, it manifests faith; 
third, it emphasizes “separation”; fourth, 
it embodies prophecy; and fifth, and most 
important of all, it typifies the Holy 
Spirit and the Church. Each of these 
‘may be followed through the narrative 
with much profit. 

God had become “the God of Abra- 
ham” ; ‘hote what he had done for him 
(24:1) ahd’ with what result. How did 
his‘ servaht summarize (vs. 35, 36)° the 
results of God’s goodness to his master? 
What evidences of Abraham's riches did 
‘he, display? (vs. 22; 53.) Review, in 
‘preceding ‘chaptérs, thé growth of Abra- 
ham’s wealth atid promrinetice:’ Contrast 
with the failure.of Lotto retain the af- 
fluence which came, to him for Abraham’s 
sake, the permanence of Abraham’s mate- 
rial blessings; note the reason for the 
contrast. “In this connection study Deu- 
teronomy 8:17, 18; 2 Chronicles 1:11, 
12; Psalm 37:16; Proverbs 10: 22; ‘and 
1 Timothy 6:17-19. What was, in the 
servant’s mind, the culmination of all the 
kindness of God to Abraham? (v. 36.) 
Do .you suppose :that the .servant be- 
guiled the tedious hours of the return 
journey in telling Rebek@h about the 
riches of Isaac? Would not such a man 
use all this to exalt “the God of Abra- 
ham”? 

Note the fresh display of faith on 
Abraham’s part and how that faith had 
established the faith of his servant. How 
does Abraham connect his past experi- 
ences with the present need? (v. 7.) Is 
this a true principle? (Rom. 8: 32; 2 Cor. 
1:10.) Did God’s blessing make Abra- 
ham presumptuous, or did it make him 
more careful? (vs. 1-3.) What effect 
does the blessing of God have on unbe- 
lief? (Rom. 2:4, 5.) Note the faith 
manifested in the prayer of the servant 
(v. 12). His reverent desire that God 
should make his wishes known (vs. 13, 
14). “Signs are given to faith, not to 
doubt” (Matt. 12:39). Faith leads to 
thanksgiving (v. 26). Why did God lead 
the servant of Abraham to Rebekah? (v. 
27.) Note how reliable the possessor of 
true faith in God is (vs. 50, 55, 57). 
Observe the contagion of faith (v. 58). 

There were three things perfectly clear 
to Abraham: (1) Isaac must not return 
whence he came; (2) Isaac must remain 
in the promised land, and there receive 
his bride; (3) Isaac must have no con- 
nection with the people of the land (v. 
3). Evidently, Abraham had well learned 
the lesson of separation. As Isaac was 
“separated,” so must his bride be (v. 58) ; 
Eph. 2:13). Note how the servant seeks 
to separate the appointed bride from 
among “the daughters of the men of the 
city” (v. 14). Note the qualities of 
mind and heart that Rebekah’s conduct 
displayed (vs. 17-20). Were these de- 
sirable in Isaac’s bride? Do such quali- 
ties mark “separation” of a godly sort 
in the Lord’s people to-day? (Phil. 2: 
4; Col. 3:12; Gal. 6: 10; Titus 2:9, 10.) 
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Prophecy’ is supernatural,:.-and «: the 
prophet usually a man of - But! 
sometimes God uses other tools (John: 
11:51). With verse 60 connect the prom- 
ise of the “seed” made in the Garden of 
Eden (Gen. 3:15) and to Abraham (Gen. 
13:15; 17:21; 21:12; 22:17, 18). Re- 
bekah’s relatives knew little or nothing 
of these matters, but God used them to 
state that which was to come to pass; see 
Genesis 22:17, where God promises this 
very thing; see, also, Matthew 16: 18; 
Revelation 1: 18. 

Isaac, Rebekah, and the unnamed serv- 
ant are types. In two things Isaac typi- 
fied our Lord Jesus: as he was last seen 
on the altar (Gen. 22:9), and next “at 
the eventide” receiving his bride, so the 
Lord has not been seen, except by his 
own people, since his burial and will not 
be until he comes “at the eventide” of 
this age to receive his bride. The brief 
space prevents the possibility of suggest- 
ing the typical place of Rebekah with an 
fulness; the student will have to wor 
that out from the Scriptures.. But she 
surely typifies the church: a fair virgin 
(v. 16); a divinely appointed bride (v. 
14); receiving the gifts of the bride- 
groom before she knows she is chosen 
(v. 22); attracted by his riches (vs. 35, 
36) ; willing to go to him (v. 58) ; dressed 
in garments he has provided (v. 53), and 
in many other details she stands forth 
asa type, to eyes that can see it. 

Chiefly, however, the typology of the 
lesson is in the servant of Abraham. He 
wonderfully sets forth the work of the 
Holy Spirit during the church age in 
visiting “the Gentiles, to take out of them 
a people for his name” (Acts 15:14). 
The servant’s mission (v. 4), his oath (v. 
9), the evidence he bears (v. 10), how 
he does not “speak of himself,” and in 
other ways he proves to be a type to 
those who know the Scriptures as to the 
work of the Holy Spirit during this age. 

There are at least three reasons for 
choosing verse 58 as the key verse of the 
lesson: (1) Everything in the ' lesson 
leads up to .Rebekah’s decision; (2) this 
is the’ only thing that has been doubt- 


‘ful’ (vs. 5, 30, 57); (3) Abraham had 


confidently expected this ‘at the hand of 
his God (vs. 7, 14, 40). Also, there is 
a real spiritual message in it (Phil. 3: 
7-9).

ROM Genesis 23 tell briefly of the 
A age, death, and burial of Sarah. It 
is the first grave of which we have any 
record. Abraham and Sarah had lived 
happily together for years, and the home 
was very lonely without her.

So Abraham called his chief servant, 
Eliezer, who managed all his business, 
and told him he wished to send him back 
to his old home to seek a wife for 
Isaac, and assured him that the angel 
of God would go before him. They 
prayed together, and Eliezer promised 
to. do all that Abraham asked. 

Describe the journey, its length, who 
went, how many camels there were in 
the caravan, and what they carried. Show 
how God had blessed Abraham in giving 
him earthly possessions. 


Stress points that show Eliezer as a. 


model servant for every one of us who 
serves God: (1) He waited till his mas- 
ter sent him; (2) he went where his 
master sent him; (3) he did nothing but 
the things his master said; (4) he prayed 
and thanked God as he served; (5) he 
never mentioned himself, only his mas- 
ter; (6) he insisted on a quick decision. 

This chapter is full of prayer. We 
find Abraham praying for his servant, 
and the servant praying that his master’s 
will might be done. : 

God definitely and quickly answers 
prayer. ‘Eliezer praised and thanked God 
as he was led step by step. 

Give the story as it is in the Bible: 
Rebekah at the well; Rebekah running 
home, and what she told; Eliezer in 
Rebekah’s home; the answer of Laban 
and Bethuel; the beautiful presents; the 
feast; Efiezer’s refusal to delay; Re- 
bekah’s willingness to marry Isaac; 
prayer and blessing in Rebekah’s home 
before leaving; the departure of the wed- 
ding party. 

Isaac was % splendid, quiet young 
man, who loved and: served God. In 
the evening he walked out in the field 
and was wondering when Eliezer would 
return with his bride. 

He lifted his eyes and saw the camels 
coming. Rebekah was watching, too, and 
when she saw Isaac she lighted off the 
camel. When Isaac saw’ Rebekah he 
loved her and spe loved him. :.They mar- 
ried and. went to live in Sdrah’s home. 

Satah’s home~ was’ riot ' a’ fine house, 
but a°tent. But God was there and love 
was’ there, and those two things make 
an ideal home. Isaac and’ Rebekah were 
happy in their new home, and were faith- 
ful to each other all their. lives.

But how it leaps 
out of its drabness when we remember 
that the first glory of Christian obedience 
is faith. A life‘of faith is a supernatural 
life. Into it comes the unexpectedness 
of great ventures for God. There will 
be no call from God for the unusual, the 
heroic, the magnificent, unless God knows 
and is affected by the quality of our faith. 
He entrusts his missions to those who 
can carry them out for him, and the men 
he selects are men of faith. The testi- 
mony of history alone, without what the 
Bible says, ought to be enough to show 
the great importance which God attaches 
to faith, And where faith is, there fel- 
lowship will be. And where fellowship 
is, there obedience will be. Obedience is 
the fruit of faith, and cannot come with- 
out it. 





Being honest with yourself, is there any 
point at which you do not have implicit 
faith in Cod? Why not? 

God has given us everything, even him- 
self. Ought we to withhold ourselves from 
his redeeming love? 

Unbelief, which is the opppsite of faith, is 
sin. Is that sin,—not honest doubt, —or

Looking at history, which do you want 
to be, one of those who abides forever 
through faith in God, or one who disappears 
as**completely as a ripple -m mid ocean? 
Soberly, which is better, sin or faith?

The Rev. Ar- 
thur J. Bowen urges prayer for Portu- 
guese East and Portuguese West Africa, 
and closes his appeal with “Yours pray- 
ing for a mighty revival.”
